The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Pacifica  Foun- 
dation, upon  the  advice  of  its  FCC  attorneys, 
filed  suit  to  protest  and  review  the  sanctions 
announced  against  Pacifica  station  KPFK  on  April 
16th.  The  appeal  has  been  filed  in  the  Court  of 
Appeals  for  the  D.C.  Circuit  and  will  seek  to  set 
aside  both  the  warning  announced  by  the  FCC  and 
the  threat  to  criminally  prosecute  Pacifica  and  its 
programmers. 

Pacifica  believe  it  was  singled  out  for  especially 
harsh  treatment  by  the  FCC  for  political  reasons 
which  will  not  bear  scrutiny  by  any  reasonable 
judicial  process.  There  was  to  Pacifica's  knowledge 
only  one  complaint  filed  with  the  FCC  regarding 
the  programming,  while  the  FCC  reports  thou- 
sands of  complaints  regarding  other  broadcast 
licensees.  There  is  not  one  complaint  on  record  that 
a  single  child  or  juvenile  listened  to  the  program. 
The  program,  unlike  the  other  broadcasts  investi- 
gated by  the  commission,  was  neither  intended  nor 
designed  to  attract  a  large  audience,  or  an  audience 
with  younger  listeners.  The  program  was  part  of  a 
regular  series  serving  the  gay  community  of  Los 
Angeles.
